Many bi llots are needlessly spoiled 
in every provincial election when 
voters fail to follow a few simple 
rules at the polling booths. 

“The most common mistake made 
by voters is using an X instead of 
numbers when marking their hal- 
lots,” R. A. Andison, chief electoral 
officer, “The correct way isto mark 
1 beside the first choice, 2 beside the 
second choice, 3 beside the third 
choice, and so on until all desired 
candidates have ben voted for.” 

In this system a person may vote 
for as few as one candidate or as 
many as there are on the ballot, In 
rural areas the single transferable

For somé time the trend was steadily 
upward and the figures verified the fact that living costs rose over an 
extended period in all parts of the country, It has recently been announced 
that the form of the index is to be changed and that shortly the barometer 
of prices will be known as the Consumer Price Index instead of the Cost 


of Living Index. The new title is only one of several changes which are

In the future, the index will be based on prices 
Our Economy which prevailed in 1949, instead of on the pre-war 
| basis of prices as they were in the years from 1935 
Has Changed to 1939, This will automatically lower the figures 
in the report and perhaps give a more accurate indication of price trends, 
since there have been many changes in our economy since the pre-war 
period. It has been found that the method used to determine the index 
should also be changed since living conditions have altered since the 
present system was set up. A recent survey showed that in the past few 
years Canadians have tended to spend more on food and household opera- 
tion and that because property ownership has increased, rent is a less 
common item in many family budgets, With these and other changes in 
mind it has been decided that in the future food will be given a higher 
percentage in the index, the clothing group cut slightly, and other altera- 
tions made in keeping with the changes in the spending habits of the 
people.

Six Things To 
Do If You Are 
$In An Accident 


1, In case of serious damage or 
injury, notify the nearest law en- 
forcement agency at once. Summon 
an ambulance if necessary. 

2. Do not attempt to move an in- 
jured person unless there is imme- 
diate danger of further injury. Keep 
the crowd back. Give first aid until 
the ambulance arrives. 

3. If the accident occurs at night, 
warn other motorists by placing 
lighted flares at least 100 yards in 
each direction on the highway. 

4. Record the following informa- 
tion for later reference— 

a. Date, time and location of ac- 
cident, 
Other driver's name, age, ad- 
dress. 
His operator’s license number, 
state and date issued. 
His vehicle license number, 
make and year, 
Owner's name and address. 
Description of damage to ve- 
hicles or other property; na- 
ture and extent of injuries to 
occupants, 
e. Names, addresses of at least 
three witnesses. 
h. Name and address of other 
driver’s insurance company, 

6. If there is serious damage or 
injury, you are required to submit a 
report within a specified time in most 
Provinces and states. This should be 
made at the earliest possible time 
to make the accident ‘a matter of 
record, should there be liability in- 
volved, 

6. If you are insured, notify the 
nearest agent of your insurance com- 
pany as soon as possible. It is his 
job to look out for your interests.

When recently, demolition men tore down yet another of 
Dawson City’s log cabins they discovered under the floorboards 
gold dust worth over $5,000. it dated from the days when 45,000

It slipped through the fingers of 
rip-roaring men who paid for their 
drinks in gold dust—men like Dan- 
gerous Dan McGrew and Soapy 
Smith, Siwash Carmack, and the In- 
dian Skookum Pete, Bull Ballantyne, 
and Charlie Benguelesta and others. 

Dangerous Dan lived only in the 
mind of the poet Robert Louis Ser- 
vice; Soapy Smith was shot down 
in a gun-battle with law officers; Si- 


wash and Skookum are dead. But 
Bull Ballantyne and Charlie Benyuce- 


lesta, and many another oldtimer of 
the '98 rush are alive, and still look- 
ing for gold along the creeks that 
flow from Solomon's Dome into the 
Klondyke River.

answer to the cry “GOLD!” 

At night they meet in the Flora 
Dora Saloon, where Diamond-Tooth- 
ed Gertie and Klondyke Katie (now 
in her eighties) danced the can-can,. 

“I remember Christie Johnson of- 
fering Cecily Marion her weight in 
gold if she'd marry him,” says old 
Charlie Benguelesta, ‘They stood 
over there, under them gold letters 
F-L-O-R-A D-O-R-A.” 

Ed Andersen, another old-timer, 
recalls what happened when Swift- 
water Gates struck it rich. “He was 
a dishwasher,” he says, “but when 
he hit pay-dirt he bought a top hat 
and strutted like a peacock, 

“Another lucky one was Harry 
Gleave. Harry came in with one dol- 
lar in his pocket and an axe over his 
shoulders, struck gold, won the Flora 
Dora over a game of poker, and 
made a fortune.” 

Ed himself was both lucky and un- 
lucky. He panned thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of gold dust in two days, 
but somebody hit him over the head 
with a champagne bottle, since then 
he has not been able to remember 
where his claim was! 

Such are the stories you could hear 
in the Flora Dora Saloon, now ree 
named the Royal Alexander Hotel. 

The town’s social life centred on 
the saloon. In a conspicuous place 
on the bar were scales for weighin; 
gold dust. One bar-room attendan' 
gathered enough dust from the floor 
sawdust to buy himself a: rich mining 
claim, 

Fortunes were lost in gold roulette 
and faro, and what the gambling- 
room didn't get was spent on drink 
and the dance-hall girls, 

Once the fourth largest town in 
Canada, Dawson's population today is 
not above 450 men, women, and chil- 
dren, and on every side is evidence 
of the Gold Rush days in which it 
still lives, : 

The fire-engine standing on a plot 
of land near one of the shops looks 
like a Thermos flask on wheels — it 
must be 50 years old. Children clam- 
ber over the stage coach in which 
the fabulous can-can girls, the nun, 
Mother Mary Mark, and men like 
Bull Ballantyne and E. K. Clark rode 
between their cabins and “the city”. 

Today E. K. Clark lives in a cave 
on Bonanza Creck, where two men 
made the strike that set the Yukon 
aflame in '98. “He’s 76, and he hasn't 
struck it rich yet,” said Bull Ballan- 
tyne. “And he does his gold panning 
on his knees—because his legs are 
paralyzed.” 

A big man is Bull Ballantyne. They 
say he carried a piano over the Whtie 
Pass on a sledge and floated it up 
the Yukon River on a raft, Today 
he does odd jobs and tinkers with a 
1917 Ford. Older by six years is the 
car in which Jim Diamond drives you 
to the airstrip when you leave. 

The mining officials drive big, shin- 
ing American cars; there is a school 
for their children, a church, a hose 
pital, a few shops, a jetty for the 
stern-wheeler paddle-boats that chug- 
chug up the Yukon with freight, And 
there is a Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police H.Q., where an old-timer name 
ed Jimmy Dines minds the telephone,

The whole 284 pages interested and 
amused so much that we couldn't 
stop till we'd read them all, Many 
friends tell us they felt they knew 
the people in the story and were

On the dean's death, some of the 
children go to the eldest brother, 
Adrian, in Rochester, while Philip 
joins his brother-in-law, Robert, in 
Montreal. At first this reader cred- 
ited the change of scene with the 
increasing interest, because both 
cities are graphically handled, But in 
the final pages it became quite evi- 
dent that absorption in the story was 
the product’ of Mr, Partridge’s suc- 
cess with his people, Utterly natural 
in all they do, they are completely 
credible as human beings. The reader 
comes to believe in them as real,

you will too. 

Basil Partridge has done a grand 
job in “The Penningtons” and its 
good to see a Canadian author with 
a real success in his first book but 
of course he has been a successful 
writer for years and a great student.

WEATHER RECORDS 

No subject of conversation is more 
widely used than that of the weather. 
Nothing brings more joy—or more 
grief—than the weather. Noting af- 
fects the growth of crops to such an 
extent, 

It has been said that little, if any- 
thing, can be done about the weather. 
In a large measure this is true. How- 
ever it is possible to collect much 
useful information about the weather 
and to apply this knowledge to crop 
production. 

All the way across the Dominion, 
the Meteorological Division of the 
Department of Transport has over 
800 stations at which precipitation is 
measured. At more than 700 of 
these places maximum and minimum 
temperature readings are aljsq 
taken. In a country so vast ag Can- 
ada such observation  pgints in 
many instances are few and far be- 
tween, sa in the crop growing areas 
of the country measurements of 
precipitation and,.to a limited exe 
tent, of temperatures too are made 
at numerous locations, 

The weather information obtained 
from all sources is used in a great 
variety of ways besides supplying the 
answers to such quetions as “tow 
cold did it get last night?” or “how 
much rain did we have in the last 
storm?” : 

By studying the figures obtained 
from the various districts it is possi- 
ble to make estimates of crop yields, 
predice insect damage, decide ontex- 
tent of summerfalloving that should 
be planned, determine the suitability 
of a given area to a particular kind 
of crop. 

Weather records are being used by 
irrigation investigation section of the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station in 
determining irrigation requirements 
of crops for any given area, In this 
connection temperature records play 
an important role. Once the irriga- 
tion requirements for one district 
ave been determined by experiment- 
a] methods it is possible, through the 
use of weather records, to work out 
formulae which will indicate the ir- 
rigation requirements of other  dis- 
tricts. 

If little can be done about the 
weather at least there are many 
things that can done with it, gnd 
your experimental station is but one 
of muny organigations making good 


use of weather records, 
et ee
